Merrimack again

For the fourth straight year, 
Andover High School will probably 
hold its graduation indoors at Merri- 
mack College’s Volpe Athletic Com- 
plex. Although the new Andover High 
gymnasium or “field house” is ready, 
Dick Neal, superintendent, has recom- 
mended using Merrimack College 
because the field house will cost too 
much and will limit the number of 
people who can attend graduation. 

Grdduates can’t invite more than 
five guests each if the graduation is 
held in the field house. The field house 
will also cost almost $4,000 more than 
Merrimack. Expenses at the field 
house include $2,592 to bring in 2,080 
chairs, $864 to build a stage, and $840 
for six security officers, to name some 
major expenses. ; 

When they were pitching the idea of 
a new field house, School Building 
Committee members said it would be 
large enough for graduations and 
Town Meetings. Mr. Neal said there’s 
not extra money in the budget for a 
field-house graduation this year and 
school officials will need to decide if 
they want to hold a future one there. 

“As the classes get bigger, as 
they’re going to do, it means less peo- 
ple (guests) can go each year,” said 
Mr. Neal. 

Steve Richardson, AHS assistant 
principal, has acquired figures show- 
ing it will cost $9,728 to have the Class 
of 1997 graduate in their school’s new 
gym. It will cost $5,934 to have the

help stop head lice

It happens periodically and 
it’s happening right now: Some 
Andover elementary-school chil- 
dren are being diagnosed with 
head lice. 

Head lice are small, pin-head- 
sized insects that live on human 
heads. They live off the blood 
they get from biting their host. 

According to Dr. Susan 
Browne, of Tiffany Lane, the 
white creatures usually give 
away their presence by leaving 
the person with an itchy scalp. 

“People are ashamed when 
they get this diagnosis and they 
shouldn’t be. It’s just because 
you’re in a group. It’s good to 
check your child when you hear 


(a friend) has it,” said Dr. 
Browne. “It’s good (for people 
who know about head lice cases) 
to share that information.” 

Head lice cannot jump or fly, 
they only crawl. For lice to 
spread, a child with head lice 
must do something such as 
bump heads or share a hat with 
another child, said Dr. Browne. 

Cases are commonly reported 
in small bunches when children 
first start wearing winter hats, 
or on a baseball team where 
teammates are sharing batting 
helmets, said Dr. Browne. Doc- 
tors compare head lice to the 


common cold — cases are com- 


mon and can spread quickly.

Deputy Chief Charles H. Murnane said 
that after a photo of the clutter being stored 
on the Collins Center stage appeared in the 
What’s Up pages of the Townsman, the fire 
department received complaints.

An 
inspection of the Collins Center also showed 
someone was improperly storing chemicals 
in one of the back areas, according to Dep. 
Murnane.

INFLATED IDEAS 

Nearly everyone will agree that inflation is not a good thing, but even 
economists cannot agree as to exactly how or why it occurs. The most 
popular explanation is that inflation is caused by a money supply that 
expands too rapidly. That is to say that an “easy money” or “loose money” 
policy creates a situation in which there is too much money in pursuit of 
too few goods and services. To put it simply, demand is greater than 
supply. As a result, consumers compete for limited goods and prices 
escalate. In one respect, inflation is good. Debtors find that, during 
inflationary times, they have to repay less money in real terms than the 
amounts that they previously borrowed. This advantage is largely 
outweighed, however, by concerns over having enough money on hand 
down the road to meet retirement (and other) needs. With regard to 
investment planning in general, inflation can be an insidious thing. 
Because it can diminish future purchasing power dramatically, it needs to 
be considered carefully while one is choosing investments. For instance, 
the government still estimates long-term inflation at about 5%. If one 
started an income stream of $40,000 today in one’s retirement in 15 years 
or so, it would have the purchasing power of $20,000. This is a piincipal 
reason why stocks make so much sense as part of one’s long-term 
portfolio - the growth realized from them is one of the few ways in which 
inflation can be counteracted over time.

“The Andover 
schools are doing a 
revision of the ele- 
mentary report card 
and we have a sur- 
vey out,” said Ms. 
McGrath. 

In some areas, 
“right now the 
report card isn’t in 
alignment with the 
curriculum,” she 
said. 

Surveys are now 
available at the ele- 
mentary schools for 
parents to pick up 
and fill out.

and branches he’s covered it with, the 
snow plows, sidewalk plows, street 
sweepers and natural erosion this win- 
ter will probably take away most of the 
work he’s done. 

But Mr. Ryan is not dismayed. 
While doing the work, at least 10 of his 
neighbors stopped to talk with him 
about what he was doing, some of 
whom are thinking about doing some- 
thing similar, and they were very sup- 
portive. He plans to bill the town for 
the materials. His neighbors are wait- 
ing to hear how he makes out. 

Mr. Ryan and his wife, Carol, have 
lived in their house for 18 years. He 
tends to be a bit reactionary, he said, 
but is getting better about that. After 
seeing a recent Townsman article 
about a group of business owners and 
others lobbying for an anchor store 
and parking garage downtown, his ini- 
tial reaction was to rip off a scathing 
letter to the editor. After all, he was 
one of those who several years ago suc- 
cessfully lobbied against a proposal to 
build a parking garage at Park Street 
Village. The parking garage didn’t get 
built, but the three-story retail build- 
ing there now blocks the view he once 
had of the steeple on one of the church- 
es on Central Street. Still, he held back 
on the letter. 

“I can (whine) and moan, or I can 
take care of what I can take care of,” 
he said. 

In addition to the planting strip, 
what Mr. Ryan did was attend a meet- 
ing of the group pushing for vitaliza- 
tion of the downtown. Rather than be a 
nay-sayer, he decided to get involved 
and try to encourage the group to keep 
in mind the needs and concerns of the 
residents who are neighbors to the cen- 
tral business district. 

What Mr. Ryan heard from a consul- 
tant at that first meeting was that an 
anchor store was not what Andover 
needed, and that parking garages are 
not necessarily a good thing and are 
very expensive. What the consultant 
said Andover needs, Mr. Ryan said, is 
to play on its strengths, such as having 
Phillips Academy and a downtown 
with a New England atmosphere. The 
consultant talked about places like 
Nantucket and Martha’s Vineyard, and 
how they retain their charm by not 


Town’s planting strip 
policy is changed 


The town’s policy on planting strips 
was changed about six months ago to 
require that grass be planted whenev- 
er work takes place in the town-owned 
land between town roads and public 
sidewalks, said Bob McQuade, Public 
Works director, and Jim Bamford, 
town tree warden. The change was 
outlined in a memo from Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski. 

Now, when the town crew takes 
down a tree and chips out the stump, 
even if the tree is surrounded with 
asphalt, it puts down dirt and grass 
seed, Mr. Bamford said.

and Whittier streets, with his house in 


the background. He’s upset that the town paves the green strip between the road and the sidewalk when a 


tree dies, and he’s trying to make sure that doesn’t happen in front of his house so he rebuilt the planting 


strips on the town land between the roadway and the si 


succumbing to commercialization. 

Mr. Ryan said he was pleasantly sur- 
prised by those comments, and he 
wants to encourage those at the meet- 
ing to heed them. 

He said the business community in 
some of the Townsman articles seemed 
a bit insensitive to their residential 
neighbors. While he understands 
increasing retail activity in the down- 
town builds the customer base and is 
good for businesses, what it means to 
those who live on the neighboring side 
streets is more cars parking in front of 
their homes, and more traffic using 
their streets as shortcuts around the 
congestion on Main Street. 

“What goes on in the downtown 
greatly affects life in the greater down- 
town area,” Mr. Ryan said. “The resi- 
dents who live around the downtown 
need to be more involved.” 

Eighteen years ago there were two 
supermarkets, two hardware stores 
and two drugstores to choose from 
downtown, Mr. Ryan said. “All those 
things kind of got pushed aside by the 
development craze downtown,” he 
said. 

He is encouraging residents who 
live downtown to join him in forming a 
loose coalition to look out for their 
needs, possibly a greater downtown 
Andover residents association. He is 
not sure if such a group already exists, 


formally or informally. He is aware 
that he and other neighbors have on 
occasion rallied to deal with a specific 
issue, such as the parking garage pro- 
posal or another effort a few years ago 
to turn a two-family home on Whittier 
Street into a rooming house. This 
group could work with those proposing 
changes for the downtown, rather than 
just confront them when plans are 
brought forward, he said. 

Mr. Ryan is also hoping to encour- 
age the town to adopt a new policy 
about the planting strips. When one of 
his Whittier Street neighbors asked the 
Department of Public Works to replant 
the strip in front of the neighbor’s 
house after some work there, the neigh- 
bor was told they don’t do that, Mr. 
Ryan said. It takes too much time and 
effort to maintain them, he said the 
neighbor was told. Instead, they pave. 
The neighbor offered to do it himself, 
but before he could, the town came in 
and paved it. Mr. Ryan is hoping to 
change that policy. 


“It’s the town working against 
itself,” he said. 

The way he figures it, nobody had a 
plan to pave Maple Avenue so it looks 
like an airport runway, as it was 
likened to at Special Town Meeting. 
But every time a tree died and was tak- 
en down, it was just easier to fill in the 


dewalks in front of his house.

Mr. Ryan understands there is no 
money to resolve this problem — on 
Maple Avenue, in front of his house or 
anywhere else in town — at once. 

“I don’t foresee the town doing any 
thing in the near future,” he said. 

But he hopes that by reversing th 
policy, and planting grass and 
installing curbing instead of paving 4 
site whenever an excavation is made.

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Courtyard Retail Center moving to completion

Construction on the Courtyard 
Retail Center at 349 N. Main St. is 
well under way and the developer, 
James Chongris, of 9 Wescott Road, 
said he expects to finish the build- 
ing - weather permitting - by 
February or March. 

Mr. Chongris said Tuesday he 
does not have any leases signed yet, 
but that the building will be avail- 
able for office or retail use. He said 
he is just seeking “good tenants 
who pay their rent.” 

The roughly 14,000-square-foot 
building sits on a 1.44-acre lot, on 
the site of the former Shawsheen 
Manor. Dunkin Donuts is located 
on a portion of the lot and will 
remain where it is. 

Mr. Chongris’ first design plan 
was rejected by planners in 1990, 
mostly because it lacked “a great 
deal of respect for the general 
architectural style found in the 
Vicinity,” according to a letter from 
planners at the time. A revised 
plan with a completely new design 
for the project was approved in 
1991, but that permit later expired. 
A new permit was issued in 1994 
for essentially the same 1991 plan.

we're in a life-threatening situation, 


we’re embarrassed. Anyway, I didn’t - 


feel like telling anyone in the office. I 
didn’t think anyone would under- 
stand. And besides, I didn’t know 
what to say. Maybe I was losing my 
mind, and that’s unacceptably 
embarrassing. 

So I did the next best thing. I 
called my eye doctor. No doctors 
were in at that office, but the recep- 
tionist suggested I call another doc- 
tor, who was on call. 

I did it. That office said come right 
in. Of course that just verified the 
worst. I must be in trouble. 

By the time I got ready to leave 
and was telling a few people in the 
office that I was involved in a light 
show that required a doctor, the 
show stopped. It was over. 

Still, I went to the doctor. There, I 
told him what had happened, and by 
that time, I’d learned how to describe 
it better. “It was like looking into a 
kaleidoscope,” I said. 

“And it lasted 10 to 15 minutes?” 
he chimed in. 

“Yes,” I answered. 

* “And it would have been beautiful 


if you'wereh’t frightened, right?” 


“Right.” 

“You had an optical migraine,” 
said the doctor. 

“But I didn’t and don’t have a 
headache,” I said. 

“Well, you’re lucky,” he said. “I’ve 
had two optical migraines and I 
didn’t have the headache part either. 
But a lot of people get sick to their 
stomachs, and get a bad headache.”

“T’'m just happy to 
be walking around 
with no problem. 
You /never know

“You train 
for hundreds and 
hundreds of hours 
but you never know” 
how you'll react in 
that kind of situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Haught ini- 
tially planned to 
glide into the north- 
west parking lot of 
Andover’s Raytheon, 
but he said he knew 
he could use the 
woods surrounding 
the lot if the plane 
couldn’t make it. 
Without any engine 
power, the plane did 
not reach the park- 
ing lot. 

Mr. Haught said 
he slowed down the 
plane as it neared the 
tree tops and the 
plane scraped along 
“10 to 20 yards on top 
of the trees and actu- 
ally came to a rest on 
top of the trees.” 

Then, the weight 
of the engine swung 
the front of the plane 
downward. The 
plane stopped with 
its propeller inches 
from the ground. 

The Cesna 172 
plane had come to 
rest less than 50 
yards from the 
Raytheon parking 
lot. Mr. Haught and 
Mr. Culkeen left the 
‘plane, walked away 
from the crash site 
and entered 
Raytheon’s devel- 
oped property to get 
help. 

“After the reality 
was over, I was just 
happy to be alive,” 
said Mr. Haught. 

Asked if this 
Thanksgiving would 
be special for him, he 
said, “Yeah, I’d say 
so. I’m very thankful 
*, am safe and my pas- 
senger, Chris, was 
safe. 

“My college finally 
paid off,” joked Mr.

“I’ll be 
paying off loans for 
the next 30 years but 
I’m thankful” the 
training worked. 

The two crash sur- 
vivors were not the 
only ones happy with 
the outcome.

“When we had the flood, the flood backed 
up into the well and water got into the vault 
where the well is. It contaminated the water 
in the well,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Tests showed fecal coliform, an indication 
of animal or human waste, in the water. The 
only way to clean the well out is to pump it 
until tests show it is clear. 

But the pump in the well is also faulty and

in need of replacement. 

“We’re going to pull the pump off all 
together and put a new pump on,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 

Right now it is still very wet and muddy 
around the well site and the truck needed to 
pull the pump and replace it can’t get to it. So 
Mr. McQuade would not predict when the 
well might re-open for use. 


Developer will pay for water 


‘line connections 


By Don Staruk 

Public Works director Bob McQuade told 
selectmen last week that the developer 
putting a mile of new water main into Salem 
Street and Jenkins Road has agreed to pay 
for the installation of the connections to indi- 
vidual properties to the edge of the roadway. 
Residents who want to hook into the line will 
still have to pay to run the line across their 
own properties and to their houses. 

Mr. McQuade said this week the agree- 
ment will not cost the town anything. 

“We sat down and we worked it out. They 
are rushing to get the job finished,” and it 
was more beneficial to the developers to pay 
for the connections than to bring lawyers in 

. and get bogged down in litigation,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 

_. Mr. McQuade last month admitted he 
erred in telling residents at a public meeting 


in May they would not be charged for con- 
nections to be brought to their property line. 
Selectmen then asked for a meeting with the 
developer who is installing the line, Deering 
Development Corp., its attorney, Mark John- 
son of Andover, and the contractor, John E. 
Farmer and Sons Inc. of Billerica, to deter- 
mine why they did not make it clear to begin 
with that they would not pay for the work, 
and to see if something could be worked out. 

The threat that residents might have to 
pay for the stubs to be installed angered 
many who live in the area. Individual esti- 
mates for the work that needed to be done 
varied from about $800 to $2,400, depending 
on which side of the road a house was on. 

The developer is paying roughly $1 mil- 
lion to install the line in order to have water 
service to a proposed 23-lot subdivision at 
140-150 Jenkins Road. 


Information and scalp checks 
help stop head lice

“It’s certainly something that comes in 

~ waves,” said Dr. Browne of head lice cases. 

“It happens once or twice a year. I don’t 
think there’s a particular season for it.” 

Dr. Browne said schools typically do rou- 
tine checks and parents can do the same 
thing. Female lice lay their eggs close to the 
scalp. Parents should look for white, oval- 
shaped “nits” or egg-shells stuck to single 

* hairs at the nape of the neck, above the ear, 
and on the crown of the head.. 

“Tf one child in school has them, it is like- 
ly others will get it,” said Dr. Browne. 

Head lice can be treated with either over- 
the-counter or prescription products. Anti- 
lice shampoos, gels and lotions can be used 

» on hair, but people must follow the direc- 
tions. Anti-lice products are strong pesti- 
cides and may cause harm if used improper- 
ly. 

Anti-lice sprays should not be used on 
people but can be used to clean objects such 
as batting helmets. Clinical publications 

. report the best way to stop the spread of lice

person with head lice may have used. 

Dr. Browne said children seem to get lice 
more often than adults, but frequently doc- 
tors end up treating the whole family when 
one member is diagnosed. 

“If someone has lice in the school, usually 
they (check) everybody,” said Dr. Browne, 
“or they send home a note that says, ‘Please 
check.’ ” 

The Townsman has been getting calls the 
last two weeks from parents who said ele- 
mentary students in town were diagnosed 
with head lice. Some parents of children who 
do not have head lice were concerned 
because the schools haven’t sent information 
to them. 


Dick Neal, superintendent, said he knows 
10 to 12 cases of head lice were diagnosed at 
Bancroft School. He said letters were sent to 
all Bancroft parents. “Generally if it’s in a 
confined area, then the parents in that area 
are notified; if it’s in a classroom, the par- 
ents in that classroom are notified,” he said.

“I don’t have any idea of how 
long it will take,” Mr. McQuade 
said. 

The Abbot well and two simi- 
lar wells in the Essex gravel pit 
off Abbot Street, were used for 
town water back in the 1950s, 
according to Mr. McQuade. The 
three were good for about 1.5 
million gallons of water a day. 
But after a drought and the 
appearance of iron and man- 


ed due to contamination 


ganese in the water, the town 
turned to the Fish Brook and 
Merrimack River for its water. 


The Abbot well is now only 
used by residents who fill bottles 
there for personal use. Many res- 
idents prefer it to town water 
because the well water does not 
have fluoride or chlorine, both of 
which are added to the town’s 
water at the treatment plant.

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Postal service 
advises to mail early 


The U.S. Postal Service delivers to 
more addresses during the holidays 
than anyone - with the possible excep- 
tion of Santa. 

But while Santa has a sleigh and 
eight reindeer to help him with the 
load, the Postal Service will contract 
for several temporary processing facili- 
ties, nearly 90 additional planes, thou- 
sands of trucks and dozens of addi- 
tional trains. There also are about 25 
million more mail sacks and trays in 
service, and additional elves are hired 
during the peak mailing season. 

From such humble beginnings as 
the Pony Express, the U.S. Postal 
Service has grown to an organization 
that handles unimaginable numbers 
of letters and packages. On an aver- 
age day from October through 
December, the Postal Service receives 
about 94 million letters and cards 
nationwide. That number increases to 
151 million a day during the 
Christmas mailing season. Total mail 
volume on an average day is 599 mil- 
lion pieces. During the holiday season 
that number rises to 625 million, or 26 
million more total pieces a day. 

Santa makes his trip around the 
world for Christmas on one day only, 
but for the Postal Service the mailing 
“season” begins the day after 


For that 


Thanksgiving and ends after 
Christmas Day. There is no deadline 
for posting domestic mail other than 
the normal service standards: first- 
class, one to three days; priority two to 
three days; and parcel post, one week 
to 10 days. 

Because Christmas is on 
Wednesday this year, the busiest mail 
day will be Monday, Dec. 16, when 
weekend shoppers and holiday card 
writers come into the post office. The 
busiest delivery day will be 
Wednesday, Dec. 18. In those two 
days, the Postal Service expects to 
cancel approximately 275 million 
cards and letters on each day. 

While plans are being made for 4.5 
percent more total mail volume than 
last year, the public is encouraged to 
use the Postal Service to send their 
letters and package — even up to the 
last minute. Mailing early helps to 
keep a backup from developing during 
Christmas week, and the Postal 
Service says many customers help 
them out in that way. 

Perhaps some day Santa and the 
U.S. Postal Service will work out a 
merger. But for now, the Postal 
Service stands at the ready to get your 
mail and packages into the hands of 
your loved ones as quickly as possible.

¢ Educate yourself about the item 
you want to purchase. The knowl- 
edgeable jeweler will be happy to 
explain what makes one gem more 
valuable than another, or why one 
method of manufacture is better or 
more expensive than another. 

¢ If you’re buying a diamond, 
remember that its quality is mea- 
sured by an established grading sys- 
tem. If you’re told a stone is of a par- 
ticular grade, be sure the person who 
graded it has gemological diploma 
credentials, such as a graduate 
gemologist diploma, a certified gemol- 
ogist diploma or is a fellow of the 
British Gemmological Association. 
Many diamonds, particularly those of 
fine quality, will have a grading 
report from a major gem lab such as 
GIA or EGL.

If you have any doubts about the 
stone, be sure you can return it if the 
report of a qualified appraiser shows 
a discrepancy in grading. An honest 
jeweler will back up his or her grad- 
ing. Also, get the grades of the stone 
in writing on your sales receipt. 

© Colored stones, like rubies and 
emeralds, have a much more complex 
grading system and small differences 
in color and clarity can lead to large 
differences in cost. The color you 
enjoy the most may not necessarily 
be the most valuable. Compare differ- 
ent stones and choose the color you 
like best. Usually, the fewer inclu- 
sions in the stone, the more valuable 
it is. Colored stones vary more widely 
in price than diamonds, so shop 
around and get the most for your 
money. Don’t hesitate to get the opin- 
ion of a qualified appraiser, and if in 
doubt, make sure you can return the 
item to the store. 

¢ Be sure you know whether the 
gems you're considering are natural. 
Many popular gemstones Can now be 
laboratory grown. A well-educated 
gemologist and appraiser Can tell the 
difference. For example, sapphires 
are often treated with diffusion, 
which is an artificial coloring method, 
and a new method of filling fractures 
in diamonds is making industrial-use 
diamonds available for use in jewelry.

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Christmas tree safety tips 


This year, more than 35 million 
Americans will bring the deliciously 
nostalgic scent and vision of Christmas 
into their homes with live Christmas 
trees. Keeping these trees beautiful, 
safe and fresh is a seasonal challenge. 
Here are some tips from Brian 
Myrland, director of freshness at 
1-800-FLOWERS and from Dave 
Heberle and Richard Scutella, co- 
authors of The Complete Guide to 
Making Your Home Safe: 

© When the tree is delivered, make a 
fresh cut across the base of the trunk, 
an inch from the end to break the sap 
seal that formed when the tree was cut. 
Place the tree trunk into a bucket of 
water. Frequently check the water sup- 
ply, especially during the first 24 hours, 
when a tree can drink as much as a 
gallon and a half of water. 

° Live trees should be stored out- 
doors or on a cool porch or patio, until 
ready to be used, protected from sun

° Set the tree up away from heat 
sources like fireplaces, radiators and 
heat vents.

Move the 
lights around occasionally to avoid dry- 
ing out branches — the drier a live tree 
gets, the easier it is to ignite — and 
check the branches for brown dry spots. 

¢ Inspect all electric lights and con- 
nections for cords with frayed insula- 
tion, exposed wires or loose connections 
or plugs. Keep light sets and extension 
cords away from water-filled tree 
stands and don’t use outdoor lights on 
a tree inside the home — they generate 
too much heat. Inspect bulbs for bare 
spots and peeling paint which could be 
a sign the lights are burning too hot. 
Unplug tree lights at night and when- 
ever you leave the house.
